Rustuhuck is admirably adapted 
for defence, being situated on a stoop 
bank overlooking tbe Danube. It Imd a 
population of 35,000 before tho war; 
but the inhabitants bavo ail oither 
been driven away or killed by Bus- 
Bian Bbolls. It is estimated that 200 
women and children wore killed dur- 
ing the bombardment. The town was a 
•wrotobed place. It was inhabited by the 
poorest classes of Bulgarians and the 
very worst class of Turks. It has fre- 
quently been the spot -where hostile ar- 
mies have contended; but as it possesses 
no public or private buildings of impor- 
tanoe the losses austoined have not been 
heavy. Tho Citadel, however, is a 
structure of considerable strength and 
the Russians have not yet succeeded in 
reducing although they bavo surrounded 
it. Nicopolis lies 5G miles west of lUit- 
scbuck. It bas a population of 10,000 and 
was founded by Trajan. It occupies a 
height and is well fortiliod, has some 
good buildiugs, but is Kuuerally iU-built 
and its trado is not thriving. It 1813 the 
Turks defeated the Hungarians under 
Sigismund. Tho population is principal- 
ly Christian, but the Turkish rulers have 
paralyzed every effort of the inhabitants 
at advancement and reduced them to a 
state of begging and wretohednoBS almost 
beyond tho power of a Victorian to con- 
ceive. 



The McDonnell Heresy Case. 

At tho General Assembly of the Pros- 
bytorttu Church of Canada, hold at Ilali- 
fa>: on June 16tb, tho case of Kov. Mr. Mc- 
Donnell, whose refusal to subscribe to 
. tho Oonfossiou of Faith created so much 
agitation throughout the Presbyterian 
body, a year ago, ma taken up. The dis- 
cussion lasted three days aud after nu- 
merous resolutions, amendments and re- 
ports had been submitted, tho matter was 
linally referred to a committee. On the 
19th ult., Rev. Dr. Jenkins reported from 
the committee as follows: 

The committee apuoiuted by tho Gen- 
eral Assembly to meetand deliberate with 
a view of presenting a basis for a satisfac- 
tory settlement of the matter relating to 
Mr. McDonnell beg leave raspectfolly to 
report that they have ascertoined from 
Mr. Macdonnoll, through a sub-commit- 
tee, that in intimating in his last staie- 
ment to tho General Assembly bis ad- 
herence to the Confession of Fuitli he in- 
tended to be understood as saying: — 

"I consider myself as under subscrip- 
tion to the Confession of Faith in accor- 
dance with my ordination vows, and I 
therefore adhere to the teaching of tho 
Church as contained therein on tho doc- 
trine of tho eternity or tho endless dura- 
tion of the future punishment of the wick- 
ed, notwithstanding tho doubts and diflS- 
' ouitias which perplex my mind." 

The Oommittee therefore unanimously 
recommend that this statement bo accept- 
ed as satisfactory, and that further pro- 
ceedings bo dropped. (.'Vpphiuso. ) 

Rev. Dr. Toi)p said — I riso, Mr. Moder- 
ator, to address tLo Houho witii a very 
difierout feeling from that with which I 
rose to move tho amendment which be- 
came the judgment of the House. If over 
I rose'to address any Court with deep 
concern it was on that occasion, and I 
never stood before tlio Assembly or any 
other Court witli more pleasure tluin I do 
noiv. (Loud applause ) I take leave to 
move tbat the report now read bo receiv- 
ed and adopted. I am sure I speak- to !ho 
heart of every member of tho Assfimbly 
when I say that we all feel that a great 
burden of anxiety and concern in regiird 
to tho Church has been lifted up from 
our minds, aud tbat in a spirit of deep 
thankfulness to God for His Itindnows in 
so loading us, wo will now set onrsalvos 
witli far greater devotion to tho proper 
work of the Church. (Applauss ) 

Eev. Dr. McGregor said— Isocoud the 
motion with feelings of profound grati- 
tude to God, and I am sure every mem- 
bor of this Assembly will harmonize with 
th»t sentiment. I know something of tho 
deep ansietj' of tho brethren all around 
mo on this great (juostion, and bow puin- 
ful it was for some of us to bo in tlio jios- 
Ition of Bupposed antagonism to thomulu 
teuanco of the truth on this subjoot. A 
dark cloud appeared to be haoffing oyar 
lis, but it has been removed. I know how 
oarnostly God's jjcoplo have been ofloring 
up prayoriJ oji this subject, and can ima- 
gine bow rejoiced thu^' will bo that tho 
"Lord hath turned again tho captiviiy of 
Jtidah. He hath done great things for us, 
whereof wo are glad." 1 know tho whplo 
AsHcmbly are profoundly thankful to 0od 
thiit this rtjport has been unanimously 
submitted, and that it proi'snts a pros- 
poet of a «])eeily aud satisfactory settio- 
mout of this difticnlt quohtjon. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Bov, Dr. Cook said — It is.enUroly un- 
nccoisary for mo to add a word to \yhat 
bus bi-xiii ^aid, but as my friend Dr. Topp 
b»s roi|a(;);t.ed mi) to say a fow words, I 
would just say iliat my <losiro for peaco 
and harmony^ which has boeu coijHider.i- 
bly int.o' •-•apted, i»y warm attacbmont to 
Dr. Macdonnoll, and my stronp,' appro- 
ciation of his importance to tiie cauao of 
God in tho sphere in which he has hoeu 
placed, render tho sottleme&t which has 
now been proposed, and which I believe 
will hi) unanimously adopted, a consum- 
mation most ;'.UBi)i;akAb.'y satisfactory. I 
give thanks to God for it, and I Irufit 
Buoh will be the feeling of evory indivi 
dual present. (Loud opplause.) 

The motion was then unanimously ear- 
viod iiy a standing vote. 

The Asaembly then joined in singing 
iho lust thtm stanzas of tho 122ad Psalm, 
and was led ip prayer by Eov. Mr. Sedg- 
wick.

Sad Caie of Poisoning. 

Tho community was shocked yesterday 
morning to learn that Mrs. Cornelius 
Thorno (formerly Miss Baxter) had died 

during the night from tho effects of a doee 
ol stn/c7iulii. Tho deceaaad lady had re- 
sided in Victoria Bovernl yeara and was 
only married to Mr. Thorno some llireo 
months ago. She was a young lady of 
culture and engaging manners, and was u 
general favorite. Possessing a contralto 
Yoioe of great volume and Hweotucss, hor 
services were always freoly rendered at 
entertaiumonts given in aid of jjublic 
cliaritioa. Onthoovoof hor marriage tho 
deceased resigned the poaitioii of Assist- 
ant Teacher in tho Girla' Public School, 
and was tho rcoipioutof a handsome piece 
of plate presoutod by her scholars aa n 
mark of esteem. At the Beformed Epis- 
copal Ohnroh on last Sabbath morning 
there was a special choral sorvico com- 
momorativo of the drowning of Mr. Bo- 
bert Williams ofl' Queen Charlotte Islands. 
Mrs. Thorno took a loading part in tho 
Anthem arranged for tho occasion— "Vi- 
tal spark of heavenly llame." None wiio 
saw her and listened to her beautiful 
voice on that solemn occasion could have 
realized that within n few short hours 
Death would claim her us his own — that 
she would have oxchangod the orango- 
bloBaoms 'ero they had begun to fade for 
(mmoi-liiUei. Tho ovideiico taken before 
tho Coroner's Jury would appear to show 
that tho deceased lady, three weeks ago, 
bought Btryoliniuo for the purpose of 
poisoning rats; that having discharged 
her Chineso cook on Sanday sbo under- 
took to propiiro dinner on Monday, and 
laboring under tho impreaaiou that the 
Chinaman had clewned tho spoon or vea 
.sel in which alio had mixed tho .strychnine 
f'lrtlio rata, used it in jjreiniriug some 
dinh of which sho alono partook, and ho 
met her death. Following is a full report 
of the evidenoe taken before tbe Coroner 
and tbe verdict of tho Jury: 

Win. Wilson (foreman), Henry Brown, 
P. MeQuade, R. Jinkinsou, Wm. Wilson, 
and ii. B. Thompson were sAvorn in be- 
fore Hon. A. F. Femberton as a Coroncr'b- 
Jury, and after viewing tlio body the fol 
lowing evidence was taken. 

Manjarcl IFd^/Lin.?, deponed that at about 
a 'j to 9 o'clock Mcmday evening Mr. 
Thorno c.imo to ■\[r. Pritcliard'a and asked 
her to come over and Koohia wife, .she waa 
very sick; I oamo and asked her what Avas 
tho matter; aha said she didn't know; her 
mouth Atas closed and her teeth clenched, 
and I could not give her a drop of -water; 
I tried to raiso hor up; sho was .stifl' and I 
could not do it; I told Mr. Thorno I 
tliought sho was iu a fit and he had bet- 
ter go and get a doctor; 1 asked her if .'sho 
had ato anything that disagreed with \u:t; 
she Buid no; that sho had been laying poi- 
f.on for the rats and was afraid she had 
got some of it; I asked Mr. Thorno if ho 
had any sweet oil in the house, and sho 
spoke and said "no— not a drop;" she was 
perfectly conscious of all that was pass 
ing; Mr. Thorno brought oil from my 
huuao and he held her mouth open with a 
spoon and I iioured about threc-fourtha 
of tbe bottle down her throat; Mr. Gaston 
BUggosted the white of an egg and i 
gave her some; she was in spasms when I 
came in and continued in them; sbo told 
mo to lot hor die not to do anything more 
for her; she .sull'ored ^.-ery much. When 
l)r. Davie, \Tho had been sent for, arriv- 
ed she was dead; she told Mr. Thorno 
where the poison was and Mrs. JeH'reo 
and I went and found it where she said it 
was. 

To the Jury — I think they had dinner 

about 7 o'clock; after I camo she called 
"Oh! Neil; Oil! Neil ;" twice, and asked 
asked me not to leave her; she was per 
feotly oonsoious to tbe last; tbe bottle oon- 
tnining strychnine had a label on it. 

J. II. (raston deposed that ho was at 
Mr. Pritoliaid'a house on Mcjnday even- 
ing nbrjut a (jnartor to nine o'clock, and 
Mr. Tlujriio liiiocked; Mrs. Watkins went 
out to see him, and cams back in a mo- 
ment and said that Mr. Thome B.tid his 
wife bad been ^isonod; I followed Mri.

1 suggHst- 
od the white of eggs to stop the action of 
tbe poifon, also, Avarin water; there was 
uo warm water, howevi-r, and I ran off 
for a doctor luiil mot Dr. Davio at tho cor- 
ner of lJuu,'-;las and Furt atreets; he said 
ho Avaa on his way to Thome's; I told 
liini sho bad tnken atryclinino, and ho eaid 
ho Avould go to his oHico and get a 
stomach-pump, directing me to return 
and give her muatard and water; when I 
got back totauua had sot in; we did not 
succeed in getting her to take anj-; while 
I has trying to give hor the mustard and 
water her jaw relaxed and I saw it Ava.s 
all over; tho doctor camo in an hIio died. 

To tho Foreman— I think Jlrn. Watkins 
eaino over to thc! lunun bcjfor<! alio came 
back and reported that Mra. Thorno had 
iakoii poison; ^Slrs. Thorno said, " I got 
tho strychuiiis two days ago "; Mrs. 
Thorno died about twenty miuutcHto ten. 

Mrs, If. J. Jfj/Vt'd dei)oa(;d that lit about 
a quarter piut nmo on i\Ioiuluy evening 
Mian W'utkins camo to witneaa and askeil 
her to come and seo Mrs Thorno; started 
over and mot Mr. Pritchard, and at his 
requoat wont buck togetsorae oil;brought 
F,ouio; whpn \ got to tho house Mrs. 
Thorno was evidently dying -.i^eeincd to 
be ill hor laat apasin; IMra. Watkins, iMr. 
(biHton and Mr. Tliuriio wuro there, they 
luut boL'U giving hor oil and tho Avliito of 
oggs; Mr. Piitcbard and J. Aveut into the 
kitoben to make some mustard and water, 
and Avhen we oamo book to the room found 
alio AvuR dead. 

To tho foroniau— -Found the poinon on 
a eholf i^ tho Avaidrqljo near her black 
hat, where she Boid if, AvqnlJ bo found; 
tho phial was a small ono and was nearly 
full; tlioro wero no other bottles near if. 

Coi neliun T/turnt!, huaband of tho de- 
ceased, sworn — Camo homo frcjin buainesn 
aa UBiuil on jMonday evening, tho dinner 
hour being llxod at lialf paHt; six; every 
tbiug Avpnt pu ns u^ual, aiid I'ftor ' dinner 
X won^ into tho gerdanj when I returned 
to Iho house my wife wan lying on tho 
Bofa; this was alioiit eight or a (luarter 
past eight o'<-lonk; I Hat amoking my piiie 
ii| ono Isomer of the r<ioiu and sho lay on 
tho Hofa; I witness viiis liin o visilily airoct- 
od 1 asked her why alio waa bo 'quiot iiud 
h1)0 madp yo unsWevjT wont and flat bo- 
aide her; I asked her again, "what's the 
matter?" and sbo replied, "1 feel stiff— I 
think I have taken poiion I put for tho 
rata. My legs are Btill'," 1 aaliod, "Sliull 
T go for 1* doctor Hho ruiilied, "No; 
bring 'ii- '-'-'-- Watkiiia." I wanted to go fur 
a doctor, but aftor rushing up and ilown 
the hall I went for Iktr8."\Yatkiua; knock 
od for some time; I think' the family wore 
qpstairs; Sirs. Watklna oame over Avitli 
mt, and oft<or that I know bat little; when 



Dr. Davio camo ho said ho could afford 
no help; about a month ago I found a 
bottle containing strychnine on my dro.s- 
Btr and doatroyed it; lay Avifo said she 
was oonverBant with the nature of the 
poison and thai; she had got it, after some 
trouble, at Mr. Morrison's; told hor I did 
not lilio it about tho house and that waa 
Avhy T destroyed it; tho rata Avero all over 
tho place likia kittens, they wero so tamo, 
and my wife said it Avas the only Avay she 
expocted to get rid of tliom; I had no 
knowledge of any poison being in tho 
house after I destroyed the first lot. 

To the Jury— I did not know what poi- 
sou niy Avifo referred to Avlien sbo said sho 
had taken jjoison; the first bottlo I do 
stroyod had had about a third of tho poi- 
son used; it vraa tho one-eighth of an oz. 
phial; do not know hoAV slio used tho poi- 
son ; ono day Mr. Laugloy asked me if tho 
rata were still tronblesomo as nay wife 
had complained to him about them and 
ho sold hor some phosphorous paste; Mr. 
Langloy had declined to sell her atrycb- 
nine, and I thought no one else would; 
during dinner no allusion was made to 
tho poison; my ATifo waa in her usual good 
lu-alth and spirits and cleared aAvay tho 
d inner things, tho Chinaman liaviug left 
on Sunday; never heard hor threaten to 
take poison. 

Jo/ni Chapman Davie, M. 1)., sworn — 
When Avitness got to tho house with anti- 
dotes Mrs. Tliorne waa dead; Avitneas do- 
tailed tho instrnclioua he gave to Mr. 
Gaston; tho Hhorteat time on record of 
death from strychnine poisoning is 14 
minutes; tho usual timoaftora poisonous 
dose ia two hours; oonvulaions ooour in 
from 20 minutes to an hour; from what 
I have heard tho cause of death may have 
boon strychnine; hvitnesa produced a 
one-eighth oz. jihial containing strych- 
nine;] hall a-gi-..iii of stryehnino liaa caus- 
ed death; [the phiul wa.-j about two-thirds 
full;J the phial was handed to mo aa being 
tho one from which the strychnine was 
taken; tbe great rigidity of tho body im- 
mediately after death loads mo to infer 
that death resulted from atrycliniue; the 
BtiifncsB of tho iingors, the thumb drawn 
into the hollow of thu hand, tho foot 
concave and tho lividity of the skin sup- 
port tho idea that death arose from strych- 
nine. 

Thomas Shotboklt, sworn — Mrs. Thorn 
camo to my atore o i the 12th of .Ttiue, (I 
asi'ertained tho date from iny daybook,) 
and stated hor honso av.is infested with 
rats and she rcijuiie 1 aoine s'.rychnino to 
destroy them ; i .said, "atrychniuo is a 
A-ery dangerous poison," and asked her to 
take some phosphor paste; she said she 
had tried it, and I proposed to give her 
Bomo vermin killer in iiacketa; alio said 
she would rather have the stryehuiiio and 
Avould take good caro of it; I told her in 
letting her have strychnine she had bettor 
put it down in the evening and take it up 
again iu the morniug, so that nouo of tho 
poison Avould bo left about during tho 
day; sho proniiaod sho Avould follow my 
instructions and take good caro of tho bot- 
tle, and that when sho ha<l destroyed the 
rats eho would bring tho bottlo back 
again; fwitneas, shown tho p'lial, said ho 
could not swear to its being tho ono ho 
sold, tho label being that of a Lon.lon 
linn; J did not think much had been taken 
out of the phial; those phials are nover 
tilled; tho amount taken out Avas probab- 
ly very little; did not make a practice of 
lotting overyouo who camo to his store 
have poison; Avaa very careful in its sale 
and never sold to stranger.^. 

Mr. Joiikinson — Do ladies take poisons 
to improve tho complexion. 

Witness — Not in ibis country; in some 
other oountrics they take arseuio for that 
purpoBe. 

Mrs. Charles Hay wani, sworn — The re- 
port that I had received aiuco Mrs. Thorn's 
death a Avritten atatoraent from her ia in- 
correct; I was there yesterday aftonioou 
for tAvo hours and she was tlion iu e.xecl 
lent spirits and t(dd me all her arrange- 
ments for the futuro; she was hajjpy aud 
eheerfnl;! left her about a }i to 4 o'clock 
and ahe told mo just before I left to ba 
sure and aend my daughter up in tho 
morning to gather cherries; heard Mr. 
Thorn make an ougagement to spend thia 
evening with Mrs. Heary Brown. 
The jury returned tbe foUoAving 

VIJIIDICT. 

That I\Iargaret J. Thorno camo to her 
death by strychnine and they aro of opin- 
ion that it was accidentally taken. 

Tho Jury beg to call tho attention of 
tho proper authoiities to tbe necessity for 
some rsstrction upon the sale of poisons.
